Provisions of tl.e Uulloni Rill to Estab­ 
lish a Postal Telegraph. 
W ashington, 
December 
13th. — The 
postal telegiapli bill introdueea by Senator 
Callom to-day establishes a “ United States 
Postal Telegraph’’ as part of the postal sys­ 
tem of the United States, and for the pur­ 
pose o f inaugurating the system it provides 
that the following telegraph trunk linea 
shall first be constructed : One from W ash­ 
ington to Portland, Me., 
via Baltimore, 
W ilm ington, Philadelphia, Camden, Tren- 
tou, Newark, Jersey 
City, New 
York, 
Brooklyn, New Haven, Hartford, Provi­ 
dence aud Boston. 
One from W ashington to Minneapolis, 
via Pittsburg, Cleveland. Toledo, Chicago, 
Milwaukee, Madison, Lacrosse 
and 
St. 
Paul. 
One from New York city to Cleveland, 
O., via Albany. Syracuse, Rochester, Buf­ 
falo and Erie, Pa. 
One from Pittsburg to Topeka. Kan., via 
Columbus, 
Cincinnati, Indianapolis, St. 
Louis and Kansas City. 
One from Toledo to Detroit. 
One from W ashington to Galveston, via 
Richmond, Chatlotte, Columbia, Augusta, 
Atlanta, Montgomery and New Orleans. 
One from Chicago to New Orleans via 
Indianapolis, Louisville, Nashville, M em­ 
phis and Vicksburg. 
One from Chicago to St. Louis, via Pe­ 
oria and Springfield. 
One from Chicago to San Francisco, via 
Des Moines, Omaha, Cheyenne, Salt l.ake 
City, Carson and other towns en route, and 
one from Cheyenne to Denver. 
Postal telegraph offices are to be opened 
at the places named and at all intermedi­ 
ate points at which first, second or third- 
class Postofiices are established. 
Branch 
lines, it provides, shall be constructed from 
time to time, as appropriations therefor are 
made by Congress, the inteulion being to 
connect the lines with all cities where the 
postal free-deliverv system prevails, but no 
additional facilities will be provided in 
States already connected with trunk lines 
until postal telegraph offices have been es­ 
tablished in every State and Territory. 
The system is to be constructed 
on 
straight lines, as nearly as practicable, but 
regard is to be taken of cities that w ill af­ 
ford the best telegraphic facilities to the 
public. The lines are to be constructed by 
the Engineer Corps of the army, and then 
transferred to the cubtody of the Postmaster- 
Geueral. 


MATERIALS AND RIGHT OF WAY. 
The poles are to be of iron, the wires of 
copper, and all other materials of the best 
character. 
Eight wires are to be strung on 
the line from New York to Chicago, and 
four upon the other lines. The Secretary 
of War is authorized to use the military- 
service lines of the United States, as far its 
expedient, and also to make all the neces­ 
sary condemnations of lands or buildings, 
at a fair compensation. 
Ail disputes as to 
what is fair compensation are to be settled 
by a Court of Claims. The Secretary is 
further authorized to construct, take and 
use al! machinery and devices, not includ­ 
ing telegraph lines, whether patented or 
not, as shall be deemed necessary, compen­ 
sation to be determined in the sam e man­ 
ner as the condemnation of land. The 
sum s of money necessary for this purpose 
are appropriated by this law. 


RATES OF SERVICE. 
A rate of 10 cents for each 20 words, and 
5 cents for each additional 10 words, is 
fixed for distances of under 500 m iles, and 
an additional rate of 5 cents for each 250 
m iles over 500. 
A night rate of 35 cents 
and a day rate of 75 cents is fixed for each 
100 words transmitted for newspapers, ex ­ 
cept that where the same dispatches are 
dropped <itf at more than one office the 
rate shall be 25 and 35 cents, respectively, 
: ‘ each dropped copy. 


NEW OFFICE CREATED. 
The office of Director-General of Tele­ 
graph is created as a part of the Postoffice 
Department. 
It is made the duty o f the 
Rostmas.er-General to report to Congress, 
alter the passage of the Act, a plan for the 
complete organization of a postal telegraph 
system , with detailed estimates of the nun 
and m oney needed before the system is put 
into operation and employes selected. 
Ex­ 
aminations are to be held by the Civil Ser­ 
vice Commission to determine the fitness of 
applicants. 
The sum o f $4 000,000 is ap­ 
propriated for the location and construc­ 
tion i f the telegraph lines provided for by 
the Act.

a s h i n g t o n , December 13tb.— The bil! 
introduced by Senator Cullom to-dny -o 
nmend tlie Interstate Commerce Act em ­ 
palies the m ost important suggestions that 
have been made for the correction of de­ 
lects in ilie law, including recommenda­ 
tions of the Commissioners. 
The amend­ 
m ents arc voluminous, and the following 
is a synopsis of the more important provi­ 
sions: 
fir s t- To extend the provisions of tho 
Act so as to make it apply to express, sleep­ 
ing-car, stock car and tank-car companies, 
and any other company, associations or 
persons furnishing for the public use upon 
railroads cars ami other instrumentalities 
for the transportation of persons or prop­ 
erty. 
Second—The words “ other carriers” are 
inserted twice in the fifth section, so as to 
prohibit pooling between dilferent railroads 
and other carriers. 
Third—In the sixtli section, which re­ 
lates to the publication of rates, the pro­ 
visions with respect to advance and reduc­ 
tion in rates are repealed, so as to apply 
specifically to joint through rates. 
The 
short-haul provision is also repealed, in 
order that there shall be no question that 
it als3 applies to joint through rates. 
fou rth—As to the short-hatl provision, 
it is provided that where complaint is 
made against two or more carriers for vio­ 
lating it, and the violation occurs between 
points on tho road o f one [company] only, 
that road only shall ba held liable for the 
violation. 
Provision is also made to take the Com­ 
mission out of the jurisdiction of the In­ 
terior Department aud make it independent, 
and to require it to report direct to Con­ 
gress, as lecom mended by the Secretary of 
the Interior. 
There are some other minor changes, but 
those are the most important ones.

By Jones of Arkansas—Opening the great 
Sioux Reservation in Nebraska to settle­ 
ment. 
By Frye—To promote the political pro­ 
gress and commercial prosperity of the 
American nation. 
By Gray—To establish a Court of Appeals, j 
By Cul lom—To equalize the rate of pen- ' 
sions. 
[It fixes the pension for loss of 
sight or disability, requiring regular attend­ 
ance, a: $72 per month.] 
By Stanford—To appropriate $100,000 for 
a quarantine station at San Francisco. 
By Mitchell—To authorize the Secretary 
of the Treasury to establish three addi­ 
tional life-saving stations on the Oregon 
const. 
By Teller—To increase the pension of 
Mrs. General Ward B. Burnett to $122 per 
month. 
A petition of the Council and H ouse of 
Representatives of the Territory o f Mon­ 
tana was presented in favor of the am end­ 
ment of the alien land law so as to exclude 
mineral lands in the Territory from its op­ 
eration. 
Platt offered a resolution to amend the 
rules so that hereafter the Senate shall con­ 
sider and act upon treaties and Executive 
nom inations in open session, except when 
otherwise ordered. 
Referred to the Com­ 
mittee on Rules. 
On motion ot Cockrell, the select com­ 
mittee of las* Congress on the methods in 
the Executive Departments was continued, 
with leave to report at any tim e prior to 
tbp 25ih of January. 
Dolph caiied up a bill introduced by him 
yesterday, to provide for fortifications and 
other sta-coast defenses. 
On his motion 
it was referred to the Committee on Coasi 
Line Defenses. 
The Senate then adjourned until tom or­ 
row.

W ashington, December 13tb.—A large, 
number of executive communications were 
laid before the House by the Speaker and 
appropriately referred, and then, at 12:10, a 
recess was taken till 1 o’clock.

J a c k D e m p sey D u e s U p J u h n u y R e a g a n 
on th e H u d so n ’s H isto r ic B a n k s. 
New York, December 13th.—Jack Dem p­ 
sey and Johnny Regan met this morning 
up the Hudson river, and fought to a finish 
for the m iddle-weight cham pionship 
of 
America and $2,000 prize money, under the 
London prize ring rules. 
Tlie ring was 
pitched near the shore, and the tight began 
about 8:30 o’clock. 
Terrific fighting was 
done from the start, clinching and pound­ 
ing being in order. 
In the second round 
Dempsey claimed that Reagan was fouling 
him by spiking, and the referee cautioned 
Reagan against it. 
Jti the third, however, 
Reagan accidentally spiked Dempsey in a 
terrible manner in the left leg. 
The cut 
was so deep the bone could be seen. 
There 
was much wrangling, Dempsey’s umpire 
claim ing the fight. 
The referee overruled 
it. however. 
In the fifth round the tide, which was on 
tbe Hood, began to creep into the ring, and 
Dempsey was compelled to m ove partly 
out of his corner 
Still the men fought 
desperately until the eighth round, which 
was fought with the water three inches 
deep all over the ring. 
Dempsey’s leg was now in a terrible con­ 
dition. and as it pained him the more he 
seemed to fight more desperately, if possi­ 
ble, than before, punishing Reagan quite 
severely. 
There was no doubt by this tim e that 
Reagan was no match for Dempsey in the 
matter of wrestling, as the latter had 
thrown his opponent with ease and vigor 
each tim e they clinched. 
At the close of 
the eighth round the referee stopped tbe 
fight until another ring could be pitched on 
dry land. 
The tim e occupied during these eight 
rounds was eighteen minutes. A ll went to 
the boat, and the principals went to bed. 
W rangling between the parties continued 
loud and long. 
At 12:10 r. m. the fight was resumed in a 
much better place. 
Dempsey went right at 
Reagan and a clinch ensued, during which 
terrific in-fighting was done. 
It ended by 
Dempsey back-heeling Reagan and going 
down with him heavily. 
In the tenth round Denipsey smashed 
Reagan in the ribs w ith his left and on the 
nose with his right with terrific force, draw­ 
ing blood, which was claimed but not al­ 
lowed for Dempsey, as Reagan had got the 
first hood iu the seventh round. 
Reagan fought hard and fast, and elicited 
much praise. 
Iu the eleventh and twelfth 
rounds Dempsey pounded and threw Rea­ 
gan again. 
It was evident that the latter 
had tiie worst of the bargain in agreeing to 
London rules. 
He went on, however, like 
a Spartan. 
Di the thirteenth round Dem p­ 
sey attempted again to back-heel his oppo­ 
nent, who went down on his knees to avoid 
a fall. 
Reagan was thrown hard in both tbe 
fourteenth aud fifteenth rounds, while the 
iu-fighling was of the m ost savage charac­ 
ter. 
In the sixteenth and 
seventeenth 
rounds there were two more falls for Demp­ 
sey, who also gave Reagan a terrible smack 
on the nose. 
In the eighteenth and nine­ 
teenth rounds the same thing was kept up, 
although lieagau fought gamier and did 
the best be could. 
In the twentieth Dempsey kept up a 
tattoo on Reagan’s ribs, nntil the oozing 
blood made his body appear raw. 
When 
Reagan went down to avoid another fall, 
Dempsev cursed him aud told him to get 
up and fight. 
Reagan came up angry for the twenty- 
first, aud the fighting was furious, Dempsey 
receiving some heavy blows. 
Rengan was 
thrown, however, iu this and the next 
round. 
Round twenty-five was a savage one, 
Denipsey pounding his adversary's face in 
a horrible manner, but the latter was game, 
through and through. 
Rounds twenty-six to thirty-four were 
remarkable only for the way in which 
Dempsey hit his man, and the frequency 
with which Reagan went down to save 
him self. 
Dempsey’s umpire even urged 
Dempsey to strike lieagau while lie was on 
his knees, on account of the foul in the 
early part of the fight, but Jack refused 
to do it. 
Rounds thirty-five to thirty-eight were 
characterized by an apparent revival of 
power on tbe part of Reagan, who rushed 
Dempsey some, but without much result. 
Iu the thirty-seventh Reagan received a 
terrible thump on the ribs. 
In the forty-first both men at the same 
instant fetched each other vicious clips with 
tlie right and left. 
Dempsey bad scarcely 
a mark on him at this time, except a 
swollen left eye. 
Rounds forty-two, forty-three and forty- 
four practically closed the battle. 
Demp­ 
sey unm ercifully punished Reagan, who. o 
lips were puffed, and his left eye closed. 
H e was voted by the spectators as game a 
man as ever stood in a ring. 
H e never 
cried quit. 
At tne beginning of round 45 Bob Smith, 
at the solicitation of Reagan's friends, who 
saw lie had no chance to win. jumped into 
the ring and threw’ tip the sponge. 
The fight lasted one hour and nine m in­ 
utes. In the first ring there was 18 minutes' 
fighting, and in the second 41 minutes. The 
fight ended at 1:01 p. ii . leaving Dempsey 
still the champion middle-weight. 
Both 
men weighed 147 pounds. 
Dempsey has 
won thirty fights, and had six draws. 
He 
has never been defeated. 
Reagan only 
fought two battles previous to this, winning

A d ay o r tw o ago th e K e c o r d -U x io h 
suggested that there m ight be some way- 
out of the unfortunate dilemma which, it Is 
supposed, postpones the erection of the 
Federal building in this city for four or 
five years. 
It had seemed to this journal 
from the beginning that the required 
abandonment of State jurisdiction over 
soil occupied by the tieueral Government 
was a relic of some ancient tradition, 
rather than a requisite essential at the 
present to the preservation of the equal 
balance of authority and the conservation 
alike of the rights of State and Federal 
Governments. 
15y reference to a letter in 
another column from ex-United States 
Senator Booth, it will be seen that there 
are others who take a like view of the 
moss-grown law. 
It appears, by Senator 
Booth’s letter, that the regulation is one 
Congress may suspend. T hat it did do so 
in the case of the city of Denver, and that 
if a proper appeal is made to Congress in 
behalf of Sacramento, in all probability 


a like privilege will lie extended to us. It 
is said that Representative M cKenna has 
already introduced a hill waiving the 
Federal demand for cession of the site 
until the next Legislature meets.

course the entire delegation will support 
the bill, but it will be wise 
to give

multiplicity of hills before Congress and 
the pressure of business upon the Califor­ 
nia delegation, this

Governor Booth’s let­ 
ter joints out that the provision regarding 
cession in the ayproj/riation bill, and 
which apj>ears to he a barnacle that Con­ 
gress has never been able to shake off, is of 
no value, and is rather a hindrance to Fed­ 
eral work. 
As Han Francisco is equally 
interested with Sacramento in this matter, 
we will have her co-operation in moving 
ujxin Congress to sweep this traditional 
stop to the way of progress aside, that 
when the increased approjiriation for Hae- 
ramento’s building is made, as Governor 
Stanford proj>oses shall lie done, the work 
may liegiu and go on without interruption 
to completion. 
Since the foregoing was in tyj>c, a dis­ 
patch from W ashington recites that R ep­ 
resentative M cKenna thinks that a bill 
waving the jiroviso regarding cession oí the 
site is unnecessary under the rulings of the 
Attorney-General and the Treasury De­ 
partm ent. 
It is to be hoped that Mr. Mc­ 
Kenna is correct in his view. 
But it will 
suggest itself to him that it will be wise to 
•ecure an affirmative ruling in this case, 
that any doubt concerning it may }>e re­ 
moved. 
If the Treasury D epartm ent de­ 
clines to rule upon it, then Congress may 
be asked to make the waiver. 
As the De­ 
partm ent has already advised Sacramento 
th at her building cannot be erected until 
the Ix*gislature passes the bill ceiling juris­ 
diction, the rulings referred to by Mr. Mc­ 
Kenna must have l>een made since then.

THE POSTOFFICE SITE, 


l e t t e r fro m 
F x -S e n a to r K o o th F u ll o f 
G ood S en s- an d S uggestion*. 
E ds. R bcobd-U nion : In your issue of 
this morning it is Mated that the appro­ 
priation for a public building in this city 
will not be available until the Legislature 
•hall cede jurisdiction over the lot to the 
United States. This is true under the law 
as it stands. Congress, however, has some­ 
times waived this condition, or extended it 
nntil the Legislature could act, and would 
no doubt in this instance, if attention 
should be called to it. 1 am quite sure such 
a provision was inserted in the hill making 
an appropriation for a public building at 
Denver. 
I know it passed the Senate. In 
the debate. I remember that Senator Hoar 
commented upon the im propriety of re­ 
quiring a cession of jurisdiction in any 
•ucli case, saying it established little Al­ 
iadas where the process of the State would 
not run. 
A* it is now, if a man should commit 
any crime, from m urder to petty larceny, in 
a public building belong to the United 
States, he cannot be tried in a State Court. 
If he commit a crime anywhere, and take 
refuge in such a building, he cannot be 
legally arrested by a Slate officer so long as 
he can hold that fort. 
The absordity of the provision is maní- 
fest, yet it is regularly inserted in every ap­ 
propriation for a public building. 
I conjecture it was originally designed as 
a m atter of abundant precaution to prevent 
the States from taxing the property of the 
General Government. If so, it lias long 
survived its usefulness.

Board of Trade was held yesterday at 504 
J street. 
The annual report of Albert W. Johnson, 
Secretary and Attorney, showing the condi­ 
tion of failures, compromises with debtors, 
etc., was read and placed on file. 
W. P. Coleman, Treasurer, also rendered 
his annual report. 
The Board proceeded to the election of 
officers, with the following result: Presi­ 
dent, Joseph Steffens (re elected); Vice 
President, P. E. P la tt; Directors (for three 
years), W m.

The Board then adjourned.

At the tim e of our last auuual m eeting the

exhibit, and that of its partial trausfer m ade at 
Chicago im m ediately after, were most satisfac­ 
tory, confirmed the wisdom of the undertaking 
aud am ply repaid for the encouragem ent that 
the members of the Board gave it. An informal 
reception at tnat time was given a delegation 
from the .-an Francisco Board of Trade and 
Chamber of Commerce, who visited the Citrus 
Fair and our city, m uch to the pleasure and 
interest of all concerned. This Board opisysed 
the 
INTEKSTATK COMMEBCK BILL 
In its then im perfect condition, and m em oral- 
ixed Congress against some of its provisions. 
The action of the Commission appointed bv 
Congress in suspending some of its m ain pro­ 
visions regardiug the carrying business to and 
from this coast confirms the wisdom of the 
action which was then taken by you. 
The Hon. \Y. 8. Creen, of Colusa, lust Januarv 
subm itted to a meeting of this Board a schcm'u 
for the reclam ation of the swamp lands of 
Colusa county- and adjacent country, and while 
the work seemed desirable and the plan feasible, 
yet the great m agnitude of the work seemed to 
prevent the Board from taking action that 
would necessarily- he trivial com pared with the 
work to be accomplished. 
Your directory united its efforts with that of 
the 
CALIFORNIA FRUIT UNION 
I u requesting the transportation com panies to 
reduce overland freight rates on fruit. Such 
efforts 
were 
successful, 
concessions 
being 
secured from the carriers. 
The Dray-Carroll hill, enlarging the powers 
of the Funded Debt Commission, was strongly- 
supported by this Board, it being believed that 
the Commission should have increased powers 
if it was to exist and accom plish any- more 
work. 
The W alralh m ining debris dam bill was 
legitimately* optsosed before the last 1-egi.slature 
by the action or this Board, believing that the 
passage of the hill would let loose Insecurity, 
unsettle valuations for this section, and renew a 
contest th at was legally settled.

HEALTH OF THE STATE. 


M o n th ly C irc u la r o í th e S e c re ta ry o f th e 
S ta te B o a rd o f H e a lth . 
Gerrard G. Tyrrell, M. D., Perm anent 
Secretary of the California State Board of 
H ealth, has just issued his circular for the 
m onth of November. H e says : 
M ortality returns received from ninety 
towns for the m onth of November indicate 
an increased death rate over the preceding 
m o n th ; the num ber of decedents being 
1,169 in an estimated population of 754,950, 
a percentage of 1.54 per thousand in a 
m onth. The increased m ortality may be 
attributed to the greater prevalence of pneu­ 
monia. diphtheria 
and 
typhoid 
fever, 
rather than any increased severity in the 
type of the diseases themselves. 
Consumption was the canse of 160 deaths, 
the largest num ber recorded for many 
months. 
Pneumonia is credited with causing 112 
deaths, nearly twice as m any as occurred 
in October, and four times the mortality 
from this disease in September. 
Bronchitis was fatal in sixteen instances, 
chiefly occurring among the aged. 
Congestion of the lungs is" noted as the 
exciting cause of death in twenty-two in­ 
stances, an increase of over 100 per cent, in 
the m ortality from this cause in October. 
The increased mortality in these affections 
of the respiratory organs was no doubt 
greatly influenced by the meteorological 
changes to which we were subject, especi­ 
ally the lowered temperature during the 
latter part of the month. 
Diarrbcea and dysentery caused twenty- 
nine dsalbs, which is an increase over last 
report. 
The mortality from cholera infantum 
decreased from fifty-one deaths last month 
to twenty-three this month. 
Diphtheria shows a much increased mor­ 
tality, forty-six deaths being recorded from 
it; of these fourteen occurred in San Fran­ 
cisco, eight in Pine Creek, Tehama county, 
seven in Suisun, five in Sacramento, two 
in Anaheim, two in Sonora, and one each 
in Oakland, Eureka, Colton, Pomona, Sau 
Jose, Santa Ana, W atsonville aud W ill­ 
iams. 
Croup shows relatively quite as large a 
mortality, the deaths from this cause num ­ 
bering thirty-tw o; nearly all 
occurred 
where diphtheria was prevailing. 
Whooping-cough caused only two deaths. 
Scarlet fever had two decedents. 
Measles caused four deaths. 
Small-pox caused four deaths in San 
Francisco. 
Typhoid fever shows a marked increase 
in mortality, fifty-six deaths being recorded 
from this disease during the month. San 
Francisco reports fifteen, Los Angeles 
seven, San Jose five, Pomona three, San 
Diego, San Pedro, Pasadena. Bakersfield, 
Etna Mills and Nevada City two each, Ala­ 
meda, Anaheim, Calico, Elsinore, Fort Bid- 
well, Gonzales, Santa Ana, Santa Clara, 
Santa Rosa, Sierra City, Stockton and Val­ 
lejo one each, showing the disease to be 
prevalent over a large extent of territory. 
Eight deaths are attributed to rem ittent 
fever, which is a slight increase over for­ 
mer report. 
Cerebro spinal fever caused nine deaths, 
of which three are reported from Sacra­ 
mento. and one each from Elsinore. Lin­ 
coln, Monterey, Oakland, Ukiah and W at­ 
sonville. 
Reports of sickness received from one 
hundred localities throughout the State de­ 
cidedly indicate an abnormal am ount of 
sickness; especially in diseases aifecting 
the respiratory and alimentary tracts. There 
is no doubt that the contamination of the 
soil by waste matter deposited in the vicin­ 
ity of dwellings where there is no sewerage 
is a prolific cause of typhoid fever. This 
waste, being chiefly fluid, sinks into the 
soil, and, with the continued lowering of 
the water, slowly percolates through the 
parched earth, until finally it reaches the 
well watr-r and loads it with tasteless, odor­ 
less and, by sight, undiscoverable poison. 
Small-pox is becoming quite prevalent in 
San Francisco, no less than thirtv-three 
cases beiug reported in November, and 
several have occurred since. Two cases 
were reported by Dr. Downing, 16 miles 
from Suisun ; one case reported in Oakland, 
and one case in Elmira. This gradual 
spread of the disease is giving us timely 
warning to get ready to meet the destroyer, 
by constant attention to vaccination. When 
all are vaccinated the enemy is defeated, as 
it will have no food upon which to subsist. 
We cannot too earnestly insist upon vac- 
cinalion at once. Do not wait for sm all­ 
pox to develop, as you may contract the 
disease when vaccination will be too late to 
arrest it. Therefore we say, vaccinate now 
and vaccinate thoroughly. 
Typhoid fever is found in nearly every 
town in the Statu. This must be expected 
from the continued absence of rain during 
the month. Typhoid being now generally 
recognized as due to a specific infection 
which finds its nidus in conditions brought 
about by a failure to deal properly with the 
solid and liquid refuse of population, it is 
not surprising that we should find the dis­ 
ease prevailing in all those towns where 
sewerage is deficient or entirely absent. We 
find that in San Diego its frequency is well 
marked. Dr. H untington, an experienced 
m ilitary surgeon in charge of the garrison 
there, says the cases occurring among the 
troops were contracted outside the barracks 
by visiting insanitary spots in the cily, and 
thinks that the deficient sewerage of the 
place, with the overcrowding which the 
increased 
immigration has necessitated, 
has disseminated the fever quite exten­ 
sively.
